If 3pu have pever lunched at the Astor it s |
worth while dolng so, just to learn how it feels
to awallow your particular eatable nnd drinkable
i the midst of a heterogeniona mob simulta-
neously swallowing fheir eatables and drinka-
bles, standing for the most part. A few occupy
the high stools that are ranged beside the varl-
ous oyeter and refreshment bars, but the vast
majority loaf and loll, sandwich, or cigar, or
glass in hand, gossipping, staring, listening to
the band of four musicians who perform Offen-
bach, or watehing the evolutions of the naw toy
known as the minlature velocipedist. It gives
one a glorious and guzzling view of humanity
to waleh these gorging koots of twos and |
threeg, enveloped amid a clond of musie;, a
cloud of hest from red-throated fursnces, a
cloud of &leam from stews and aromatic drinks,
and a cloud of buzzes that might stand for |
conversation were there any coherence in it.
Between twelve and three lunch at the Astor
-1 refer, of course, to the bar-rooms-it is an |

impressive and dignified spectacle. First
comes the long bar, where every-
body who drinks at all §s expected to

“liguor up” with Tem, Jacs, and Ilarry. Then
there is the sandwich-and-confectionery counter, |
occupying the middle of the floor, and groaning
(the music bides the groans though) beneath the
welght of chickens, tongue, sardines, roast beel,
corned beef, cheese and tongue sandwiches,
and sandwiches of a particular kind mamed
ka-ke-kl-ko-ka. These last taste exactly like
it, only a great deal more so. Besides these
refreshments, this counnter contains charlotte
russe, tartlets, ples and ecakes of every deserip-
tion, including merinyues, and also the lob-
steriest of lobster salad. Then comes the cigar
stand, behind which oflicintes an individual who
looks as if he might have been the physician
whose snnds of life bave alinost expired, so
venerable and goody-goody is his aspect. Then
come two large bars, one at each end of the
spacious rotunda. From these are dispensed,
at the one end oysters and clams cooked in every
variety of style that it can enter into the heart
of man to conceive of, and from the other the
whole catalogue of soups, fish, and meats.
Parallel to these are two smaller stands, or
rather tsbles, laid with plates, koives and
forks, etc., and wupon these dinners are
served to such guests as prefer partaking
of them there. Is the picture complete?
Not quite. Just over the threshold of the door
of entrance, aud with their backs turned towards
it and their facea fronting the scene, stand four
musicians, the flute, vielin, harp, and cornet-a-
piston, who dally perform opera music in gene-
ral and the music of Offenbach in particular for
the edification of this sugust =sssemblage of
grubbers. The pungent smell of mixed drinks
and the sweet savor of variegated cookery
salute tae lunchist as Lie prepares to do his duty.
Allwho enter here leave hope behind—the hope,
that is of getting away without spending more
money than he bargained for. Sometimaes, it is
true, the lonely “‘eater” may be seen munching
away at a solitary ten-cent sandwich and then
creeping ignominiously out, as though ashamed
of being detected alone thers. After every two
pleces by the band one of the artists goes round
with o hat, and the omnivorons assemblage
drops postage currency into it. The musicians
take turns, and to-day it s the flutist who sup-
plicatea you, to-morrow the harpist, next day
the violinist, the fourth the cornet-a pistonist,
and so on round to number ome again. After
all, lunching at the Astor might be a worse thing
than it ie. You mastieate to musie, you oys-
terate while they Offenbachize you, and the
whole scene is the apotheosis of indigestion.
